It was made last 
night. and showed that he had been 
correct in almost every detail.

Tost Four Fingers in Work. 

He began experimenting with 
radioactive substances more than 20

ment with the Roentgen ray. Little 
was known of the danger then, and

ASHINGTON, May 2.—Adminis- | 
tration advices are to the effect that, 
Germany will be unable to meet the | 
payment of '$500,000,000 which falls | 
due May 31, and that the reparations | 
commission will take control of the) 
situation. All the allied countries, | 
with the exception of France, are de- | 
clared to be in favor of having the 
commission deal with Germany. 

It is anticipated that the commis- 
sion will extend the period in which 
Germany must make the payment. 

The failure of Germany to meet 
its obligations will be due to a 
steady decrease in business in the 
last six months. The export trade of 
that country has declined month by 
month since last November. There 
has been a decrease as well in arti- 
cles manufactured for home 
consumption. Since early last 
week retailers throughout Ger- 
many have refused to sell more 
than one article at a time to a single 
customer. This has been due in part 
to reduced production and in part 
to the fact that the article is worth 
more to the retailer than the depre- 
ciated currency. Retailers, however, 
will sell any number of articles, re- 
gardlese of what they may be, to cys- 
tomers who pay in foreign currency. 

Washington officials are fearful 
that the last day of this month will 
witness a real European crisis. They 
hope that the crisis can be avoided in 
some way, but they are frank to say 
that thev can see nothing at the 
present time to prevent it. They are 
optimistic, if that word may be used 
in this connection, only because pre- 
dicted cris@s sometimes fail to occur.

Prof E. H. Baynes 3 Speaks Here 
in Connection With ‘Kindness 


to Animals Week.”

Museum of Natural History, who re- 
lated many anecdotes of animal 
heroism in an illustrated lecture last 
nicht at So'dan High School, under 
e puspicese of the Figheh Distrtet 
bederatic: of Wen :

. : Terry of Washington 
LUnivers'ty Medical School, president 
of the St. Louis Brrd Club, who pre- 
sided. said that Prof. Baynes had 
founded 250 bird clubs, including the 
St. Louis club, which he founded nine 
years ago 

Notwithstanding the use of motor 
lorries in the war, Prof. Baynes said. 
16.000.000 horses took part. “Never 
in the history of mankind.” he de- 
clared. “have animals piayved so great 
a part in the protection of civiliza- 
tion ven the work of the mas- 

ots, keepinz up moraie and cheer- 
fulness with a large number of 
troops in the field. was impertant.” 

Canaries Used by Germans. 

He showed slides of canaries, cap- 
tured tn German territory. used not 
only to detect the presence of poison 
gases. but to cheer up wounded in 
hospitals and hospital trains, and of 
a donkey, picked up, starving, in the 
act of drinking his ninth cup of tea, 
by which achievement he made him- 
self ever dear to the hearts of his 
British regiment. 

The story of an English esetter, 
vho, when his master was buried bry 
. shell, dug down until the master's 
head was clear, howled until an am- 
bulance came, trotted back to the 
hospital and was found next morn- 
ing lying protectively across his mas- 
ters bed. was related 

‘The experiment of crossing hom- 
ing pigeons with parrots was made.” 
he continued, facetiously, “tn order 
to have them verbally deliver mes- 
sages. It had to be stopped, how- 
ever, because the birds, in crossing 
the trenches, learned too much pre- 
fanity.” 

Pigeons Used Effectively. 

He showed g«as-proof cages in 
which pigeons were kept at the 

ont Three of four pigeons were 
sent out with important messages, 
so that there would be greater 
chances of one getting through the 
gas and shell barrage, and ther were 
sent- only 10 to TO miles, so that 
they would be virtually infallible 
Aviators verified radio messages bv 
pigeons. Spies in enemy-occuplied 
territory received baskets of pigeons 
by parachute from aviators tn answer 
to light signala and they were so 
effective that the penalty for touch- 
ing such baskets tn some localities 
was death. 

Prof. Baynes tel4d of Chere ‘Am!. 
who fust after rising from a trench 
in the Argonne had its leg shattered 
by a shell eplinter. and then flew 
271 miles In 22 minutes with an im- 
portant message; of another, which, 
wounded. lay out all night. and then 
fiew to its home loft, there te drop 
dead. and of one of four sent from 
s'x men estarving on a seaplane in 


‘the North Sea which reached the 


shore, fell dead in an aviation sta- 
tion. and saved the men with its 


erushed stone for 
miltary roads tn the Alps were 
shown. Pref. Baynes sald that in 
German Piast Africa. where ther 
were almost exclusively used fn sup- 
piv trains, thousands of them were 
killed byw the Dite of the tsetse fly. 
and@ 2.000.000 arsenic tablets were 
fasved te the trains, Decause ft was 
found that arsenic would prolon«e 
for etx weeks the life of e@xen s0 
bitten 

Denkers Used im Palestine. 

Donkeys were extensively used in 
Palestine. and in France: where thev 
carried food itn panniers § through 
trenches under fire. Many of them 
were killed. and those not wounded 
too seriously were treated tn veter!- 
nary hospitals ané@ sent back fnto the 
line. 

Forces tn the Ortent under Allen- 
by used 40.000 camels in transport 
eervice, and as many more tn their 
mobile forees. They were especiallv 
effective becauee a fully equipped 
camel unit could strike tnto the des- 
ert for a week without suppert or 
communication with other units, 
complete a ewift but effective blow 
at the enemy. and be ready for an- 
other foray the next day. They were 
“eed also to carry water to canvas 
cisterns with detachments in the 
deserts. About 59.900 of them died 
of stomach trouble caused by get- 
ting sand tn their food. so their ra- 
tiéns were served on canvas. Later 


‘they were muzzied. because many 


of the males went mad and some- 
timee would Dite off a man’s arm. 
with resulting casualties from bloed 
polsoning 

A view was shown of dogs learn- 
ing to face fire at an English training 
school by charging a line fring 
blanks. Many were trained to watch 
sections of forts and arsenals, be- 
cause “you couldn't bribe them and 
there was no use arguing with them.”

They 
had no railroads then, and all traffic was done 
by river.
